In form it much resembles the heaume hanging over the 
tomb of the Black Prince in Canterbury Cathedral, also 
one from the Meyrick Collection, now in the Collection 
of Sir Noel Paton. It is composed of six parts put together 
with large hemispherical-headed rivets, and shaped as a 
truncated cone in order that it might fit over the pointed 
bascinets, worn at this period, in the lists, beneath this 
cumbersome form of head-piece ; this heaume, on the right- 
hand side, has a cruciform aperture for breathing, and a 
staple for attachment, also impressed upon its lower edge 
an armourer’s mark (a cross in a triangle) ; its weight is 
about lbs.

A gorget, with espaliers of five lames attached, decorated with 
sunk bands and roping — German, middle of the 16th Century 
An open casque, with hinged ear-pieces and roped comb ; a pear- 
shaped morion, with brightened surface, with holes round 
the base of the skull-piece for attachment of the lining strap 
— 11th Century ; and a right-hand tasset, of six plates 
A heavy pot-helmet, with hemispherical skull-piece, hinged ear- 
pieces, umbril with nasal-guard and neck-guard of five plates, 
the surface blackened, and studded with gilt-headed rivets ; 
the interior contains its original padded lining — English, 
first half of the 11th Century
